Neither side to the controversy, how- 
ever, had last night fully agreed to the 
plan and Preston S. Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the street railway company, 
said that no such an agreement upon 
his company’s part is probable. 

Arkwright Says Strike Over. 

“Last Thursday,” said he last night, 
“Mr. Blackman and Mr. Davis called 
to see me with reference to a possible 
reinstatement of the _ strikers. We 
talked the matter over fully, but reach- 
ed no decision. They came back Fri- 
day and we discussed it further. They 
wanted the company Friday to agree 
to fill with the men who went out on 
strik® any vacancies as they might oc- 
cur in the future. 

“I told them, though, that we would 
not agree to take any of the men back. 
We are running a full force with men 
permanently employed and the com- 
pany would not displace them. So far 
as the company is concerned the strike 
is all over.” 

As outlined by Mr. Davis, the plan 

of the two commissioners is entirely 
non-partisan. They have no leaning 
toward either of the parties to the 
strike, and are making efforts to an 
adjustment for the benefit of both. 
_ “We hope to be able to settle the dif- 
ferences between the men and the com- 
pany on the basis of arbitration,’ Mr. 
Davis said. 

“It is our object to get the company 
to agree that the former employees or, 
in other words, the men who walked 
out on strike, be taken on again as 
openings shall occur. The plan has not 
been approved by the strikers as yet, 
‘but we hope to be able to get their ap- 
proval if the company will agree.” 

Numerous Conferences. 

Conferences have also been held with 
Mayor Candler, ex-Mayor Woodward, 
men connected with the local unions, 
T. B. Felder, the attorney for the 
unions in Atlanta; Governor Harris 
and other officials. In every case Mr. 
Davis says that the men approached 
were “‘more than ready” to listen to the 
' proposition advanced by Mr. Blackman 
and himself, but they would make no 
positive promises. 

Mayor Candler expressed interest in 
she proposal, he said, and stated it 
would be his privilege to help if possi- 


ble. 

‘The local strike situation has so 
very many ramifications and angles 
that it is hard to say just what it is 
and how far it has gone,’’ Mr. Davis 
‘said. “There are any number of dif- 
ferent points to the question and to 
both sides of the issue. They must all 
be considered before any definite steps 
can be taken by either side. 

“We hope to accomplish something 
for the good of the parties concerned, 
but it may not. come out as we have 
planned. Mr. Arkwright has declared 
that he will not consider any sort of 
concession to the strikers. We want 
to find out if this same attitude is true 
of the whole directorate of the com- 
pany.”

Savannah, Ga., January 2.—(Special.) 
Following an attack made upon him 
today by Savannah ministers in a spe- 
cial meeting of the Protestant Pastors 
association, W. W. Osborne, who is 
prominently considered as successor to 
Judge W. W. Lambdin, on the Federal 
bench, issued a stinging reply tonight.

Replying to these charges, Mr. Os- 
borne stated: “I denounce each and ev- 
ery statement as being unqualifiedly 
false. It is unthinKable to me that 
there could have been found in this 
community a set of slanderers so lost 
to a sense of tfuth, justice and fair- 
ness as to make the statement that I 
have ever at any time been the power 
behind the liquor forces and their law- 
lessness in our city. 

“My entire connection with any liquor 
dealer at any time during my thirty 
years of practice has been as an attor- 
ney employed by the case to assist 
such as were charged with violation of 
law in getting their constitutional! 
right, namely, a fair trial by a jury of 
their country in court. Any man who 
makes a statement to the contrary, be 
he preacher or what not, I denognce 
as a lineal descendant of Ananias.”

Washington, January 2.—The entente 
reply rejecting the peace proposal of 
the central powers was cabled by the 
‘state department today for presenta- 
‘tion to Germany and the other bellig- 
‘erent governments whose diplomatic 
‘interests the United States represents 
allied capitals. To save time the 
cabled English translation was dis- 
from here and Ambassador 
Sharp was instructed to forward the 
French text direct from Paris. 

It was authoritatively stated that 
President Wilson had not decided what, 
if any, further move in the interest of 
peace he might make, but was keeping 
an open mind on the subject while 
waiting for the entente’s answer to his 
note proposing a discussion of terms 
by the belligerents. No official com- 
ment was forthcoming on press re- 
ports from Paris indicating that the 
reply to the president in effect would 
be the same as that given the central 
powers. 

Discussion of the advisability of leg- 
islative action approving the course of 
the president in sending his note occu- 
pied the senate for more than an hour 
and will be resumed tomorrow. Action 
was delayed by .unanimous consent be- 
cause republican senators insisted that 
the question was too important to be 
disposed of hastily and should be con- 
sidered by the foreign relations com- 
mittee. 

Wilson Not Seeking Action, 

Particular interest attached to state- 
ments by Senator Stone, chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, who 
had an hour's conference yesterday 
President Wilson. Administra- 
tion officials made clear that the pres- 
ident did not seek action by congress, 
though, of course, he would not like to 
see a proposal to indorse his policy de- 
feated. 

The discussion began when Senator 
Hitchcock’s resolution to approve the 
note automatically came before the 
senate. Democratic leaders urged that 
the resolution should be passed with- 
out delay in order that the president’s 
position might be approved by a co-or- 
dinate branch of the government which 
has authority in international affairs. 

Senators Lodge, Gallinger, Borah and 
other republicans insisted that Senator 
Hitchcock consent to let the matter go 
to the foreign relations committee. 
They expressed the view that the pro- 
posed action was fraught with such in- 
ternational importance that it should 
not be acted upon without very careful 
consideration and not until a senate 
committee had opportunity to study the 
exchanges of belligerent and neutral 
governments which have followed the 
original Teutonic note suggesting dis- 
cussion of peace. 

There were strong intimations to- 
night that the republicans will insist 
upon thorough debate if Senator Hitch- 
cock persists tomorrow in his demand 


for a vote without reference to a com- 
mittee. Such a discussion, it was point- 


ed out, might lead to another general 
debate on the European war situation 
such as characterized the controversy 
over the right of American citizens to 
travel on armed ships. 

Views of Republican Senators. 


Senator Stone declared that the issue 
was whether the senate should indorse 
a movement calculated to open the way 
for bringing about peace in Europe. 
For the senate to hesitate would de- 
stroy the moral effect of the proposed 
indorsement. \ 

Views of many republican senators 
were epitomized by Senator Lodge, who 
declared the resolution opened-up a 
“very large, grave and important sub- 
ject.” 

“I trust,” he added, “that it will be 
realized that this thing cannot be rush- 
ed thfough, involving as it does our 
relations to all the world.” 

A resolution similar to that of Sena- 
tor Hitchcock was introduced in the 
house late today by Representative Me-

|Georgia F ederal Court 
Reversed in Decisions 
About Western Union 


New Orleans, January 2.—The United 
States circuit court of appeals here to- 
day reversed one decree and ordered 
modified another in cases where the 
rights of the Western Union Telegraph 
company to continue operation of their 
lines along the rights-of-way of rail- 
roads were denied by the federal dis- 
trict court for the northern district of 
Georgia. 

The decree reversed was one in which 
the Georgia court had held that pur- 
chase in 1902 of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railway by the Louis- 


ville and Nashville Railroad company 
automatically rendered invalid certain 
previous contracts which gave the. tele- 
graph company the use of.the right- 
of-way of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern. 

The higher court ordered modified a 
decree of the same Georgia federal 
court that a bill of complaint filed by 
the Western Union in which the tele- 
graph company sought to enjoin the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad com- 
pany from enforcing an order to re- 
move telegraph lines from its right-of- 
way be dismissed. The higher court 
held the Western Union’s bill to be 
defective and modified the lower court’s 
order by making the dismissal effective 
providing the Western Union’s bill was 
not amended within thirty days to in- 
clude a statement of facts tending to 
support their claims.

Russo-Rumanians A gain 
Compelled to Give Ground 
Along Moldavian Frontier 
and in Dobrudja. 


VANTAGE POINTS WON 
BY INVADING FORCES 


More Prisoners and Much 
War Material Taken by 
the Teutons—Comparative 
Quiet Reported on Other 
Fronts. 


New York, January 2.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Again the Russian and Ru- 
manian forces along the Moldavian and 
Dobrudja fronts have been compelled 
to give ground before the advance of 
the Teutonic allies. At several points 
on the Moldavian front, however, 
Petrograd reports the dispersal of 
bands of invaders under counter at- 
tacks. 

The drive of the Austrians and Ger- 
mans eastward from the Transylvanian 
Alps into Moldavia has given them ad- 
ditional points of vantage, while Field 
Marshal von Mackensen’s army, oper- 
ating northward into Moldavia, is ap- 
proachine the bridgeheads of Fokshani 
and Fundeni. Between the Buzeu river 
and the Danube, however, the Russians 
and Rumanians continue to hold their 
positions. In Dobrudja the Russians 
have been thrown back on the town of 
Matchin, opposite’ Braila. In the 
fighting on all these fronts, according 
to Berlin, more prisoners and much 
war material have fallen into the hands 
of the Teutonic allies. 


LITTLE FIGHTING 
ON OTHER FRONTS. 


Aside from the Rumanian theater, 
comparative quiet continues on all the 
fronts, although there have been some- 
what spirited engagements on the 
French line and in Galicia. Aléng the 
entire front of the Austro-Italian the- 
ater there have been w:gorous artillery 
duels. The situation in Macedonia re- 
mains unchanged. 

The oper&tions on the front in 
France continue to be carried out main- 
ly Dy patrol parties and by the artil- 


Near Vermelles.~ and\Horth of vores 
German patrol parties sucéeeded in 
reaching the British trenches, but 
later were driven out with heavy cas- 
ualties, according to the London war 
office. On the entire Belgian front the 
artillery duels were violent while in the 
Verdun sector near Hardaumont and 
Bezonvaux there has been considerable 
shelling by both sides. In Galicia, in 
the Brody sector, the Austro-Germans 
launched attacks against the Russians, 
but were repulsed. The Russians at- 
tempted enterprises to the south of 
Riga and near Dvinsk and Stanislau, 
but did not succeed in making gains. 


TEUTONIC BLOWS 
FORCING RUSSIANS 
TO YIELD GROUND 


Berlin, January 2.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Continuing their vigorous offensive 
along the Rumanian front, Teutonic 
troops yesterday pushed back the Rus- 
sians and Rumanians along the val- 
leys leading to the interior of Molda- 
via, the war office annolnces. A 
stuccessful bayonet attack was inade 
on both sides of the Oituz valley. 

The Teutonic forces in Northern 
Wallachia have compelled the lhus- 
sians to make a further retreat and 
are approaching the bridgehead posi- 
tion near Fokshani. More than 1,300 
prisoners were taken yesterday in this 
area, 

In Dobrudja German and Bulgarian 
troops pressed back the Russians on 
Matchin. 

The statement reads: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: 
of the Trotus valley, the much dis- 


puted Mount Faltucanu ridge of 
heights came into German possession 
through a vigorous attack. 

‘Along the,valleys leading from the 
Bereck mountains to the Sereth, our 
attacks threw the enemy further back. 
Our troops stormed at the point of 
the bayonet several height positions on 
both sides of the Oituz valley. So- 
veya, in the Susita valley, was taken. 
Russian and Rumanian advances were 
repelled. Three hundred prisoners 
were brought in. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: The Ninth army is sharp- 
ly pressing the enemy and, defeating 
his rear guards, has forced the Rus- 
sians to.retreat further. 

“Hrom the west and south, German 
and Austro-Hungarian troops are ap- 
proaching the bridgehead positions 
near Fokshani and Fundeni. More 
than 1,300 prisoners and much war 
material remained in the hands of the 
indefatigable pursuers, 

“Between the Buzeu and the Danube 
the enemy maintains his bridgehead. 

“East of Braila, in Dobrudja, Ger- 
man and Bulgarian troops captured 
tenaciously defended Russian  posi- 
tions and threw the enemy back to 
Matchin. In the engagement, Pome- 
ranian resefve infantry regiment No. 
9 distinguished itself.” 


RUSSIANS ADMIT 
RETIREMENT. e 


Petrograd, January 2.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty, Per Wireless Press.) 
The Russian and Rumanian forces have 
retired at some points in the Molda- 
vian west frontier and in Dobrudia 
they have withdrawn to new positions, 
the war office announced today.

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CARRANZ REFUSES 
10 SIGN PROTOCOL 


Commission to Abandon Ef- 
forts for Agreement—The 
Pershing Expedition Like- 
ly to Be Withdrawn. 
Fletcher to Mexico. 


Washington, January 2.—When the 
pAmerican members of the Mexican- 


American joint commission had finished 
consideration today of General Car- 
ranza’s reply, failing to comply with 
their demand that the protocol pro- 
viding for withdrawal of the American 
troops from Mexico be ratified, there 
were indications that efforts to enter 
into an agreement with the de facto 
government through the commission 
would be abandoned. «For the first 
time an official admission was made 
that Carranza had refused to sign the 
protocol. The commissioners said they 
expected .to draft their response to 
Carranza tomorrow. 

The failure of the commission to 
give to Mexican-American relations a 
brighter aspect was offset somewhat 
by official intimations that Henry P. 
Fletcher, confirmed as ambassador to 
Mexico almost a year ago was about 
to start, for his post, where American 
interests now are represented by a 
clerk. The report that General Persh- 
ing’s expedition soon would be with- 
drawn regardless of CarranzZa’s atti- 
tude also gained fresh impetus, and 
it was understood the administration 
had this move under very serious con- 
sideration. 

No White House Statement. 

Mr. Fletcher conferred with Presi- 
dent Wilson after today’s cabinet meet- 
ing -and later referred inquiries as to 
whether he would go to Mexico to 
President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing. No statement was forthcoming 
from the white house or the state de- 
partment. 

Secretary Baker sai@no plans for im- 
mediate withdrawal of the troops had 
been considered. It is known, however, 
that army officers are pressing strong- 
ly for their recall, contending that 
in their present position they cannot 
do effective work toward protecting 
the border; that they are in a bad: 
strategic position and _ should be 
brought out and distributed along the 
border with plans perfected for send- 
ing a force across the line at some 
more desirable point if the occasion 
should arise in the future. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambassa- 
dor designate, announced during the 
day that he had been summoned to 
Mexico to confer with General Carran- 
za regarding the relations of the two 
nations.

$9,000,000,000 VALUE 
FOR AMERICAN CROPS 


Georgia Ranks Fourth, While 
Texas Is First, in Value 
of Farm Output. 


Washington, Janyary 2.—Almost 
nine billion dollars was the aggregate 
Value of all crops of the country last 
year. In an estimate announced to- 
day by the department of agriculture 
the exact value was set at $8,934,587,- 
000. That was an increase of $2,165,- 
989,000 over the value of the 1915 
crops and $2,867,206,000 over the. aver- 
age of the years 1910 to 1914. 

Texas held its lead as first state in 
value of its crops, but Illinois ag sec- 
ond state in 1915 was displaced by 
Iowa last year.

Text of the Protoco 
Following is the text: 
Protocol of agreement, 

dum, withdrawal of American troops 
from Mexican territory and protection 
of the American-Mexican international 
boundary. : 

“Signed at Atlantic City, N. J., No- 
vember 24, 1916. 

“Memorandum of an agreement sign- 
ed this twenty-fourth day of Novem- 
ber, one .thousand nine hundred and 
sixteen, by Franklin K. Lane, George 
Gray and John R. Mott, special com- 
missioners of the president of the 
United States of America, and Luis 
Cabrera, Ygnacio Bonillas and Alberto 
J. Pani, special commissioners of the 
citizen first chief of the constitutional- 
ist army entrusted with the executive 
power of the Mexigan nation. 

Article I. The government of the 
United States agrees to begin the with- 
drawal of American troops from Mexi- 
can soil as soon as practicable, such 
withdrawal subject to the further terms 
of this agreement, to be completed not 
later than - that is to say, forty 
(40) days after the approval of this 
agreement by both governments. 

Article Il. The American commander 
shall datermine’.the manner in which 
the withdrawal shalt be effected, 
as to insure the safety of the territory 
affected by the withdrawal. 

Article III. The territory 
by the American troops shall be occu- 
pied and adequately protected by the 
constitutionalist forces, and such evac- 
uation shall take place when the con- 
stitutionalist forces have taken pos- 
session to the south of the American 
forces so as to make effective such oc- 
cupation and protection. The Mexican 
commissioners shall determine the plan 
for the .ocecupation and protection of 
the territory evacuated by the Ameri- 
can forces. 

In Friendly Co-operation. 

Article IV. The American and Mexi- 
can commanders shall deal separately, 
or wherever practicable in_ friendly 
co-operation, with any obstacle which 
may arise tending to delay the with- 
drawal. In case there are any further 
activities of the forces inimical to the 
constitutionalist government which 
threaten the safety of the international 
border along the northern section of 
Chihuahua, the withdrawal of Ameri- 
‘ean forces shall not be delayed beyond 
the period strictly necessary to over- 
come such activities. 

Article V. The withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops shall be effected by march- 
ing to Columbus, or by using the Mexi- 
can Northwestern railroad to El Paso, 
or by both routes, as may be deemed 
most convenient or expedient by the 
American commander. 

Article VI. Bach of the governments 
paities to this agreement shall guard 
its side of the international boundary. 
This, however, does not preclude such 
co-operation on the part of the mili- 
tary commanders of both countries as 
may be practicable. 

Article VII. This agreement shall 
take effect immediately upon approval 
by both governments. Notification of 
approval shall be communicated by 
each government to the other.

HARRISON CONFIRMS 
SHLE TO SOUTHERN RR 


Morgan Company Made Trade 
for English Holders New 
Orleans & Northeastern. 


The acquisition of the New. Orleans 
and Northeastern railroad by the 
Southern Rajlway company, reports of 
which have been. current since recent 
announcement that J. P. Morgan & Co. 
had purchased the English holdings in 
the Northeastern, was confirmed here 
today in a statement issued by Presi- 
dent Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern, 
and made public by Vice President H. 
W. Miller. 

President Harrison’s statement also 
announced that in acquiring the direct 
ownership in the controlling stock of 
the New Orleans and Northeastern, the 
Southern has parted with all interest 
“direct or indirect,” in the Alabama 
and Vicksburg railway and the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Pacific railway, 
in which the Southern had heretofore 
held a minority of the stock. 

When the announcement was made 
several weeks ago that the Morv?n 
company had purchased the majority 
holdings in the Northeastern from the 
Junctions company, an English invest- 
ment concern, it was understood that 
the ane, gene company was acting for 
the Southern. The Morgan announce- 
ment stated that the sale was made by 
the English concern to assist the Brit- 
ish government in stabilizing Ameri- 
can exchange. 

The New Orleans and Northeastern 
operates from Meridian, Miss., to New 
Orleans, and is 202 miles in length. Its 
purchase will give the Southern systein 
entrance into New Orleans over its own 
lines, as well as direct connection with 
the extensive terminals of the New Or- 
leans Terminal company, of which the 
Southern is sole owner. 

The purchase price was not men- 
tioned in President Harrison’s state- 
ment, but at the time of the Morgan 
company’s purchase the English hold- 
ings acquired were announced as val- 
ued at $12,000,000. 


581,925 PRISONERS 
FORTHE ALLS IN 1916 


Authoritative Figures Issued 
as to Men Taken on the 
Various Fronts. 


On the French Front in France, _ 
uary 2.—During the course of last year, 
according to authoritative figures, 78,- 
500 Germans™were captured on the 
French front by the French and 40,000 
by the British, while in Serbia and 
Macedonia the entente allied armies 
took 11,173 Bulgarians and Turks pris- 
oner. During the same period the Ital- 
ians made prisoner of 52,250 Austrains, 
while the Russians captured more than 
400,000 Germans and Austrians. 


Rome, January 2.—(Via Paris.)— 
From thirty to forty-three Austri di- 
visions are kept engaged alon the 
Italian front, says an official ec mu- 
nication issued today. The statement 
adds that since Italy entered tha war 
she has conquered 1,200 square 
of territory, shortening her war fhkont

469,000 workers, including nearly 73,-

Girls and boys of 14 years of age ap- 
pear to be the chief offenders, accord- 
ing to the yearly report to Chief of 
Police W. M. Mayo, of Chief Probation 
Officer J. M. Gloer, of the juvenile de- 
partment. <A total of 296 youngsters 
of this age were handled during the 
year. 

Altogether, 1,514 youngsters were 
handled by the department, the report 
shows, an increase of 34 over 1915. Of 
this number 510 were white boys, 184 
white girls, 687 negro boys and 133 
negro girls. 

The chief worry from the youngsters 
was insufficient guardianship, 225 such 
cases being handled. 

Of the 1,500 cases 916 were made by 
city policemen, 55 by county policemen, 
200 bv Juvenile Officer B. B. Posey, 
and 57 by the colored officer.

ORGANIZATION NEW 
COUNTY RECORDS 
BUREAU ANNOUNCED 


Attorney General Walker announced 
Tuesday the organization of the new 
department of uniform county records 
whi was attached to the office of at- 
torn®y general by the last general 
assembly. The act directs the depart- 
ment to have installed modern, up-to- 
date records for county officers 
throughout the state. Attention has 
been given first to indexes to land deeds 
and mortgageg for the offices of clerks 
of the superior court. The department 
has studied the systems in the best 
equipped offices of this and other states 
and has now adopted and will have in- 
stalled an index system under which 
any land deed or mortgage may be lo- 
cated in one to three minutes. 

Other modern improved methods and 
systems in records for county officers 
will be adopted and installed from time 
to time. 

The act also directs the attorney 


general to check up inheritance taxes 
due the state. In connection with the 
tax department, the interest of the 
state in ‘such taxes will be protected. 

S. Y. Jameson, Jr.. of Marietta, and 
Blake B. Bivins, of Cordele, have been 
appointed deputy supervisors of coun- 
ty records, and will have charge of 
introducing and installing the improv- 
ed records under the supervision of the 
attorney general. 

In creating this department, the last 
legislature failed to make an appro- 
priation for it, so Mr. Jameson and 
Mr. Bivins will have to serve without 
pay until the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly meets and makes pro- 
vision for back and future salary,

GEORGIA AGAIN IN THE LEAD. 


For the setond.« successive vear Georgia 


has taken the lead of all the states in lynch- 
ings. We come to the end of 1916 with 
14 out of a total of 54 to our credit, or more 
than 25 per cent of the whole. Texas, sev- 
@ral times as large and a border state with 
wholly different conditions, counts only 9, 
and one or two of these were marauding 
Mexicans. : 

The seriousness of it all is stressed by 
the fact that in only three of the 54 cases 
was the victim lynched for the particular 
crime which many have held to justify mob 
action, and which first gave rise to it. In 
nine cases there was attempted assault, 
while in 42, or 77 per cent of the whole 
Bumber, the crime varied from murder 
down to slapping, the face of a boy. - Men 
were lynched for aiding suspected prisoners 
to escape, and there is one recorded in- 
stance where a man was killed because he 
protested with a mob about to put another 
to death.

fourteen. These figures tell the whole 


story. 

With demand for cheap labor in the mu- 
nitions plants of the east, the year just 
closed brought emigration agents into the 
south, who wanted nothing better with 
which to work on the negro’s imagination 
than Georgia’s record of lynchings. Thou- 
sands of them went north unprepared to 
stand the rigors of the cold climate, and 
many paid the penalty. But in the mean- 
time Georgia has paid it, too, in the loss of 
her farm labor, with which she is not any 
too abundantly supplied. 

‘Georgia is still supplying the emigration 
agents argument, and as long as it is effect- 
ive and there is need for cheap labor north 
and east, he will continue to use it. 

In spite of all our ‘efforts, our situation 
seems worse than it was a year ago. Unde- 
niably the law and order sentiment has been 

bused, and particularly so following the 
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“widespread emigration of the negroes. But 
as yet it must be lacking in sufficient force. 

The law-abiding people of Georgia are 
determined that law and order and not the 
mob shall rule in thig state.

AN EXCELLENT MEASURE. 


The judiciary committee of the United 
States senate is to be commended upon its 
recent action, favorably reporting the Amerti- 
can Bar association’s bill to simplify practice 
and procedure in the federal courts. 

Under present conditions there is no uni- 
formity whatsoever in the federal practice, 
except in equity causes, and there are just as 
many systems of practice in the various 
federal courts as there are separate states 
in the union, the federal practice in common 
law cases being controlled, under the present 
conditions, by state practice. This system 
necessarily involves litigants in great ex- 
pense and unnecessary delay and embar- 
rasses the supreme court of the United 
States by an infinite variety of unnecessary 
conflicts in practice and procedure. 

To remedy this difficulty, the American 
Bar association formulated a bill authorizing 
the supreme court of the United States to 
prepare a system of correlated elastic rules 
to operate in lieu of the rigid conflicting 
Statutes by which litigation in the federal 
courts is now burdened. 

The plan of the American Bar association 
has been indorsed by the state bar associa- 
tions of forty-five states of the union, and the 
favorable report of the judiciary committee 
of the senate will doubtless result in its 
prompt enactment.into law. 


PEACE OUTLOOK DUBIOUS. 


Emphatic refusal of the entente allies to 
discuss the question of peace in Europe upon 
any basis as yet laid down by Germany, con- 
veyed in their joint note to the central pow- 
ers transmitted through the government of 
the United States, is the worst blow which 
peace hopes, founded in recent preliminary 
negotiation, have yet received. 

Although a reiteration of the allied de- 

mand for “penalties, reparation and guar- 
antees,”’ this time the Allies seem to have 
burned the bridges behind them; they have 
come pretty near to cutting the peace talk 
off short. So far as they themselves are con- 
cerned, that is the effect of it; nor does there 
seem to be anything which Germany can say 
or do‘to reopen it, short of laying down her 
arms in abject surrender. 
While Germany has reached the point at 
which she is willing to make concession, as 
compared with her attitude in the early 
stages of the war, or even a year ago, she 
appears to be far from accession to the terms 
which the Allies have demanded. 

Accepting the Allied joint statement for 
what it says, and there is no apparent reason 
otherwise to construe it, the two parties to 
the European conflict are evidently just as 
far apart as they were when the war began. 
The only difference is both are nearer to ex- 
haustion in men and resources. 

Thus the new year opens with peace ap- 
parently no nearer than it was twelve 
months ago. The United States and other 
neutral nations may as well accept the 
situation, look forward to at least an- 
other year of European fighting and make 
their plans accordingly. 

The interesting question arises in this 
connection as to just how the Allies propose 
to make Germany pay. It is an easier mat- 
ter to talk of penalties and reparation than 
it is to get them out of a hopeless bankrupt. 
Of course the talk of fighting to the last 
man is all moonshine, but Germany may, in 
the course of time—and it will be a long 
time at that—-be driven to national pauper: 
ism. With that, then, could she pay for or 
repair the destruction she has wrought? 

Again, will the finances of the Allied na- 
tions hold out to the accomplishment of that 
purpose? Assuredly neutral nations will 
not contribute longer to their war funds 
when there is doubt as to the payment of 
the debts already made. They must depend 
upon their own resources, and it may take 
more than they can muster to reduce Ger- 
many down to the point of national extinc- 
tion, if it is not altogether impossible. 

The interests of neutrals are becoming 
more and more involved in the European 
conflict. President Wilson’s recent note 
suggestive of a way to peace, called specific 
attention to that phase of the war as re- 
gards the United States. The time may 
soon come when neutrals, combining in 
their own defense, will be compelled to in- 
sist more strongly than they have yet done 
upon the termination of hostilities. 

Summed up, the Allied note means de- 
termination to do an apparently impossible 
thing—to bring Germany to her knees. It 
means, in the face of the German determi- 
nation. that even if such defeat is accom- 
plished, it will then be impossible to exact 
the reparation now demanded, because there 
will be nothing left with which to pay. 
means a continuation of the war both in- 
definitely and even more vigorously than 
in the past. It means, seriously, the pos- 
sible involving of neutrals in the conflict 
which they may not be able to escape, if 
they would: preserve their unquestioned 
rights. 

This is a fearful responsibility which the 
Allies have taken upon themselves; and if 
they persist in the purpose to see it through 
there is no telling where the world will be 
carried by it. 

The new year opens with darkness and 
misgiving, yet not without hope. It is a 
hope which springs from the very magni- 
tude of the undertaking and the limit upon 
human possibility. Neutral nations will not 
despair in their efforts toward solution, and 
perhaps they may find in this very seeming 
hopelessness a peace factor well worth their

BLOODWORTH SEATED 
ON APPELLATE BENCH 
IN CIVIL DIVISION

Judge O. H. B. Bloodworth, of Forsyth, 
whom Governor Nat E. Harris Monday night 
appointed as judge of the court of appeals 
to succeed the late Robert Hodges, Tuesday 
took the oath of office and entered upon his 
duties. 

Immediately after Judge Bloodworth had 
taken the oath of office, the court of ap- 
peals, including the old division and the new 
division created by the last session of the 
general assembly, was organized. The or- 
ganization of the court is as follows: 

Judge Peyton L. Wade, chief judge. 

_ First, Division—Judge Peyton’ L. Wade, 
presiding judge; Judge Walter F. George and 
Judge Roscoe Luke. ‘ 

Second Division—Judge Nash R. Broyles, 
presiding judge; Judge W. F. Jenkins and 
Judge O. H. B. Bloodworth. 

The first division will have charge of all 
criminal cases, and will hear some civil 
cases in addition. 

The second division will have only civil 

cases. 
Quarters Provided. 
Late Tuesday afternoon Governor Harris 
issued an order calling upon the state mili- 
tary department to vacate its present quar- 
ters on the first floor of the capitol in the 
northeast corner of the building, and to oc- 
cupy new quarters, which are now being pre- 
pared for the military department in the old 
James B. Baird residence, at 105 Capitol 
square, which was recently leased by the 
state for a term of six months. These quar- 
ters are about ready and the military de- 
partment will move in the next few days. 

The governor’s order of Tuesday assigns 
the present quarters of the military depart- 
ment to the use of the court of appeals. 

The first division of the court of appeals 
will occupy the present quarters of the court 
of appeals, on the second floor of the capitol 
building. The second division will occupy 
the quarters being vacated by the military 
department. 

The newly-elected judges of the court of 
appeals, through failure of the general as- 
sembly to vote an appropriation at the time 


it created the new division of the court, will | 


serve without pay until the next meeting of 
the general assembly, when an oppropria- 
tion will be made to cover back and future 
salaries. 

The three re-elected justices of the su- 
preme court—wW. H. Fish, M. W. Beck and §8. 
Price Gilbert—algp took the oath of office 
before the governor Tuesday.

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Rapidly Approaching Final Action 


The Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mission, which met at the state capitol 
Tuesday, is rapidly approaching a point in 
its negotiations with the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, present lessee 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, where 
a final agreement either to re-lease the state 
road to the N., C. & St. L. will be reached or 
where the commission will decline to accept 
the offer of this road. 

A final decision has not yet been reached, 
and may not be reached for several weeks 
or a month, but there is reason to believe 
that complexities of the situation have been 
removed to a degree where only the big 
essentials of a lease contract remain to be 
agreed upon. It appears that the situation 
has been rather thoroughly threshed out be- 
tween the commission and the representa- 
tives of the lessee, and a series of negotia- 
tions is now in progress looking to a definite 
settlement. 

The commission met Tuesday morning at 
11 o’clock and was in executive session until 
1 o’clock in the afternoon. No one appeared 
before the commission. The only announce- 
ment made by Chairman C. M. Candler, of 
the commission, Was that adjournment was 
taken to meet again at the call of the chair. 

This was the understanding at the time 
of the last adjournment, and a call was is- 
sued for a meeting immediately after Chair- 
man Candler had held a confeernce with 
representatives of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis road. It is understood 
that at Tuesday’s meeting Chairman Candler 
submitted to the commission certain com- 
promises or supplementary proposals upon 
unsettled points, as the outcome of the con- 
ference with the railroad officials. 

It is likely that Chairman Candler has 
been delegated by the commission to confer 
further with the officials of the road and 
submit further propositions to them, after 
which the commission will be again called 
together to consider the results of the 
negotiations. 

It is, therefore, possible that the next 
meeting of the commission may be one of the 


& 

most important meetings that it has yet held. 
This meeting ig expected to be called in 
about ten days. 

None of the commissioners will discuss 
the nature of the proposal which the N., C. 
& St. L. has made, hor the progress which 
the considerations of and the negotiations 
upon the proposals has made, but it is likely 
that among the questions constituting the 
basis of these considerations and negotia- 
tions are the exact amount of the monthly 
rental to be paid, the length of the life of 
the lease and its terms, what improvements 
shall be required of the lessee to be made 
upon the property, the question of reserving 
the right to make provisions for the con- 
struction of buildings, or a plaza over the 
tracks in the business district of Atlanta, 
and other similar matters. 


Decision Expected Soon. 

The fact that the commission has held 
frequent meetings and that no decision has 
yet been reached, leads to the belief that the 
road to an agreement is not of roses and that 
some pretty stiff bargaining has been g0- 
ing on. 

There is reason to believe, however, that 
the end is not far, when the commission will 
either say they will lease or they will not 
lease. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
is said to have made the state an offer of 
$45,000 per month rental for the road. The 
state is said to have asked for a lease term 
of 47 years, expiring simultaneously with 
that of the Cincinnati Southern. It seems 
probable that neither of these details has 
been finally agreed upon. Tne state is ask- 
ing that all improvements made upon the 
property become the property of the state at 
the expiration of the lease. There may be in- 
volved some specific improvements, such as 
double tracking, straightening curves, en- 
larging tunnels and other such improve- 
ments. 

No expression has come from the commis- 
sion as to the nature of proposals before it, 
nor has there been any announcement of the 
amount of progress which is being made.

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Loans on Cattle Called 
| Warld’s Safest Security

Editor Constitution: 
even date, captioned “Wanted: Swine,” 
interesting. These statistics are very inter- 
esting, especially to one interested in the 
live stock industry; however, these figures 
just bring to our minds a keener knowledge 
of our needs and deficiencies. 

The whole world knows we are short of 
meat, and all Georgia knows we are spending 
millions of dollars each year for the very 
thing we can produce within our own border 
just as cheap, and perhaps cheaper than 
any state in the union. Now, the question 
arises: Why don’t we do it? I will tell you 
why. It is because cotton has been the basis 
of credit (itself almost a’ legal tender in 
Georgia), and the bankers could command a 
higher rate of interest on cotton cgllateral 
and have not encouraged the live stock in- 
dustry for the reason that his knowledge of 
the business was as little as the cotton grow- 
er’s, the observation of one and the experience 
of the other was the feeding, by a few, of 
cattle on hulls and meal to procure the excre- 
ment to use as compost for cotton, the ex- 
pense about balancing the profit; therefore, 
very little to attract the banks as an invest- 
ment. a 
But the basis of credit and the foundation 
of success in the live stock industry is pas- 
turage. Live stock can be held as collateral. 
but the important thing to be’ considered is 
pasturage. This is the asset that insures 
a profit on cattle, sheep and hogs—the natu- 
ral provision for feeding, fattening and mar- 
keting at a profit. 

The banker who loans money to buy cat- 
tle in the spring of the year to be fattened 
on grass during the summer and sold in the 
fall, has the safest security in the world. 
This industry is entirely in addition to a pos- 
sible normal cotton crop and one that will 
not feel the exodus of the negro labor. “A 
hungry world is demanding the support of 
this industry.” There are no better pasture 
lands in the world for cattle and sheep than 
the Bermuda grass of the coastal and Pied- 
mont section of this state, and the day is not 
far distant when the sandy loam lands of 
the south will produce the pork of these 
United States. Nothing will retard the prog- 
ress of the boll weevil more than the alter- 
nate row of peanuts, peas and corn—this is 
the “zone” needed. 

All these advantages and possibilities have 
been pointed out time and again, pages 
have been written on statistics. Why not 
get down to good common “hard hoss’’ busi- 
ness, like the Planters Bank and Trust com- 
pany, of Hopkinsville, Ky., and advertise in 
a like manner in Georgia and let the farmer 
and stockman know what the banks propose 
to do towards financing this industry. I am 
confident they will see the wisdom of it 
and if properly supported, there will be 
hundreds of miles of fence built this early 
spring around pasture lands. 

The packing houses and stock yards, too, 
should lend their support by getting in touch 
with dealers and breeders in other states 
so as to advise the buyers of stock where 
to get their supply. 

The springtime is coming, so is the boll 
weevil. We can counteract and perhaps over- 
balance the inevitable damage they = will 
do by grazing thousands of cattle on our 
grass this summer, but it all depends on the 
financial assistance of the banks. 

I am inclosing a circular and cattle note 
issued by the Planters Bank and Trust com- 
pany, of Hopkinsville, Ky., whose president 
writes me this bank has thousands of dol- 
lars profitably and safely invested in live 
stock and cordially invites further inquiry 
into the plan. Trust you will give the very 
important matter the prominence in your pa- 
per it deserves.

| CITY COUNCIL ASKED 
FOR PLAZA COMMISSION 


At the next meeting of the city council, 
January 15, an ordinance drafted by the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce and providing 


for the appointing of a plaza-terminal com- 
mission probably will be introduced, and 
pressed for enactment with the influence of 
the commercial body behind it. 

The draft of the proposed ordinance was 
turned over to Mayor Candler by a commit- 
tee from the chamber which waited upon the 
mayor in its behalf yesterday, and which 
committee is composed of the following: 

William L. Peel, R. R. Otis, Paul Norcross, 
Haralson Bleckley, Alex Smith, J. R. Smith, 
H. McCord, J. K. Orr, Wilmer L. Moore, 
Edward H. Inman, J. R. Seawright, Victor 
H. Kriegshaber, Walter G. Cooper and Ivan 
E. Allen. 

The proposed ordinance provides that the 
mayor appoint a commission consisting of 
one alderman, one councilman and five citi- 
zens at large, “which shall be charged with 
the duty to eontinue negotiations with the 
Western and Atlantic railroad leasing com- 
mission of the state of Georgia, and with the 
various railroad companies and property 
owners interested in the erection of a plaza 
and terminal facilities in the city of Atlanta, 
with a view to carrying such plans to suc- 
cessful conclusion.” 

The commission would be “authorized to 
represent the city of Atlanta in all negotia- 
tions on said subject, but shall not be au- 
thorized to bind said municipal corporation 
unless the acts and doings thereof are ex- 
pressly authorized or ratified by formal ac- 
tion of the mayor and council of the city of 


Atlanta.” 


INHERITANCE TAX 
ON FARKAS ESTATE 
UPHELD BY JUDGE 


Attorney General Clifford Walker Tues- 
day was advised that the contentions of the 
state have been upheld in the case of Farkas 
et al. vs. Smith et al., in Dougherty superior 
court, involving the constitutionality of the 
inheritance tax act. 

This case was tried before Judge Cox, of 
the Albany circuit, early in December. Judge 
Cox decided for the state, but official notice 
of his decision was not received by the at- 
torney general until Tuesday. The plaintiffs 
have taken an appeal, which will now place 
the constitutionality of the inheritance tax 
act before the state supreme court and will 
present several original, propositions for the 
final determination of this court. 

Sam Farkas, a wealthy citizen of Dough- 
erty county, upon his death, left a fortune 
estimated at approximately $500,000. Farkas 
made a will with limitations and trusts so 
intricate as to be incapable of ascertainment 
of their value, as contended by counsel for 
the petitioners in this case. It was especially 
contended that the tax act was unconstitu- 
tional because it was a property tax‘and not 
a privilege tax. The state contended that it 
was a privilege tax upon a transfer and did 
not fall within the limitation of the tax rate 
prescribed by the constitution. 

Judge Cox held that the act is constitu- 
tional. 

About $3,200 and interest is involved for 
the state. 

The case is important in that it will set 
at rest the tax act which has brought in to 
the state some $100,000 in the last year. 

Messrs. Pope and Bennett, of Albany, 
represented the plaintiffs, and Judge John 
C. Hart, state tax commissioner, appeared 
with Attorney General Walker for the state. 


FEDERAL REVENUE TAX 
SCHEDULE IS ISSUED 


Calling especial attention to the fact that 
no further special revenue tax is required 
from dealers in manufactured tobacco, from 
commercial brokers and commission mer- 
chants, A. O. Blalock, collector of internal 
revenue, yesterday sent to all persons in his 
district who are subject to any of the federal 
revenue form blanks upon which to make 
their returns. 

These returns, for neriod of January 
1-June 30, 1917, inclusive, must be filed in the 
collector's office during the month of Janu- 
ary, else a penalty of 50 per cent of the 
amount of the tax will accrue. 

The schedule of such special taxes fol- 
Ows: 

Brokers, per annum, $30; pawnbrokers, 
per annum, $50; ship brokers, per annum, $20; 
custom house brokers, per annum, $10. Pro- 
prietors of theaters, museums or concert 
halls, of seating capacity not exceeding 250, 
$25; of seating capacity over 250 and not ex- 
ceeding 500, $50; of seating capacity.over 600 
and not exceeding 800, $75; of seatifg capac- 
ity of more than 800, $100. “Provided, that 
in cities, towns or villages of 5,000 inhabi- 
tants or less the amount of such payment 
shall be one-half of that above stated.”

PEACE DREAM GONE, _ 
SAY GERMAN EDITORS. 


London, January 2.—Comments of the’ 
German papel'’s on the entente reply to 
the German peace proposal are sent by 
Reuter’s correspondent at Amsterdam, 
as indicating the universal conviction 
that peace now is impossible and that 
the central powers must continue to 
prosecute the war with the utmost 
vigor. ; 

The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger con'siders 
that nobody will be shocked, because 
the entente’s refusal was anticipated. 

“But,” it adds, “everyone will be sur- 
prised and shocked at the shallowness, 
levity and mendacity of the reasons 
given for the refusal, and it is difficult 
to explain how ten serious men were 
able to affix their signatures to the 
document without blushing. Our answer 
can only be given on the battlefield.” 
The Vossische Zeitumg says: “All 
possibility of further negotiations has 
disappeared under this scornful reply. 
There is only one rejoinder, namely, 
warfare, until the cold steel of our 
arms has brought the fever tempera- 
ture of our enemies down to something 
near normal,” 

The Berlin Tageblatt says: “We 
would gladly have written ‘peace be 
unto thee’ over the gate of the New 
Year, but it would be childish to seek 
in the entente’s reply any expressions 
but those of an absolute ‘no.’ Who in 
the world can now doubt that the 
entente plans, which aim at the dis- 
memiberment of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey, will be resolutely 
repelled by the German people?’ 

he Kreuz Zeitung says: “The form 
of the entente’s rejection makes it an 
insult. Our reply can only be given 
with the ‘sword.” 

The Vorwaerts says: “Since our ene- 
mies desire to continue the war no 
choice remains to the German people. 
There will be no illusion that behind 
the refusal lies the hope of finally be- 
ing able to lay Germany prostrate. It 
is to the interest of the whole German 
people to frustrate this design.’’ 

The Rhenishe Westphalische Zeitung 
say's: “The German people to one man 
now will gather around Von Hinden- 
burg. The last plea for indulgence 
falls to the ground. All our sharp 
weapons must come into use on the 
land and sea and in the air. We khow 
the points where Great Britain is vul- 
nerable.”’ 

The Cologne Gazette’s Berlin corre- 
spondent considers that no way is left 
open for further negotiations, and 
adds: “It is not yet decided what the 
government will do, but it is not im- 
probable that Germany will again pre- 
cisely define the German view direct 
to the neutrals.” 

“The peace dream is over for the 
present,” says The Taeglische Rumds- 
chau. “Whoever abandoned himself 
thereto will be sobered by the entente 
reply and will adapt himself to the 
hard reality. 

“If the German offer is today fre- 
jected the thought of peace is not by 
this refusal suffocated. The British, 
French and Russian people have been 
deluded into the belief that our offer 
of peace was a confession of our weak- 
ness and an attempt to save ourselves 
before the collapse. 

“When the coming months of the war 
show that this lie, too, is shivered on 
the German arms revulsion must come 
and then woe to those rulers who will 
have to answer for the useless blood- 
shed.” 


GERMANY HAS FAILED, 
SAY DUTCH EDITORS. 


London, January 2.—Commenting on 
the entente’s reply to the German peace 
proposal, The Telegraaf, according to a 
Reuter Amsterdam dispatch, says: 

“Germany’s maneuver to divide her 
enemies has completely failed. The en- 
tente’s note bears witness to unanimity 
and solidarity only possible on the bas- 
is of holiest belief in the justice of their 
cause. The entire neutral world, with 
President Wilson at its head, must now 
admit that it is impossible for the en- 
tente to enter into negotiations with 
Germany while she refuses to repair 
unconditionally the injustice of her in- 
vasion of Belgium.” 

The Tijd says: “The German calcu- 
lation that public opinion in the neutral 
states would turn in favor of the cen- 
tral powers as a result of the German 
overtures, appears likely to prove false 
owing to the clever tactics of the allies. 
The contention of the German press, 
however, that the entente does not 
want peace is incorrect. It is impossi- 
ble to express an opinion of German 
peace conditions which nobody knows. 
The burden of responsibility has shift- 
ed; it now is Germany’s duty to dis- 
close her conditions.”

Facts About Cotton 


The last three weeks has seen a serious decline in the price of Cotton, and the consequent loss 
of millions of dollars to the South. As there is considerable misunderstanding, and as the situation 
is apt to be still confusing, the following facts are placed before you for careful consideration: 


y 
Crop Shortage 

It is generally admitted that the crop this year (1916) 
estimate on December 8th was 11,511,000 bales. The last two years, considering acreage, have 
practically been crop failures. It does not seem that next season can show much relief, as 
fertilizer is still inferior in quality and high in price, and the boll weevil will probably operate 
more extensively than ever. 

In the past six years we have produced two 14,000,000 bale crops; one 15,000,000 bale 
crop and one in excess of 16,000,000 bales. But today we have not enough cotton in sight to supply 
the present indicated demand.

consumption was 14,800,000, and it is, of course, impossible to reduce the actual cotton not used 
up to less than a million bales or even a million and a half bales, a vast shortage is apparent. 

The average consumption for the past six years has been 14,042,000. The American mills 
are running ahead of last year. More spindles are in operation today and exports are in excess 
ef last season by 729,713 bales (up to December 15). 


Consumption 

In 1914 and 1915 the world consumed 24,581,000 bales of cotton, of which the United 

States produced 16,071,000 bales. The consumption in 1915 and 1916 was 21.011,000 bales. The 
consumption this year will, of course, be problematical, but on the whole the United States can 


add to the supply only to the extent of its probable current yield of 12,500,000 bales (which in- 
cludes linters). 

~ Cotton in quantity is produced in British India, Egypt, Russia, Turkey, Persia, Colonial 
Africa and Mexico, all of which countries are now at war. 

Collectively the above countries produced in 1914 and 1915, 7,000,000 bales of cotton and 
because of conditions no such like yield can be expected today. It has been said that the con- 
sumption of cotton generally will fall off because we cannot ship to the Central Powers. This is 
true, and yet there is another important fact to be considered, the markets supplied by the Central 
Powers must be supplied from somewhere else. South America, Colonial Africa and other coun- 
tries buying formerly from the Central Powers must now buy from England, America and 
Japan, and trade reports of today show that they are doing this. There is a large firm of Jap- 
anese buyers in Austin, Texas, and not long since they stated that fully a million bales would 
be shipped to Japan this year (1916). There has been an increase of 600,000 spindles in Japan 
since last year—total there now of 3,500,000 spindles. 

Again, the net consumption of the Central Powers admits of easy exaggeration, as they 
possess only one-tenth of the world’s spindles, and their elimination has simply transferred the 
burden of manufacture of the finished product to our country in the main, and to others as Japan 
in a lesser degree. It is further estimated that one million bales will be used for war purposes, 
such as the manufacture of munitions and high explosives. This would offset in a herge way 
the forced stoppage of demand from the Central Powers. 


Early Movement of 1916 Crop 


The movement of the 1916 crop has been rapid. More than 95% of it has been ginned. 
8,190,772 bales up to December 15th has been brought into sight, an increase over the same period 
of last vear of 1,415,609 bales. The exports to the same date were 2,795,026 bales, an increase of 
729,091 bales. The taking by Northern spindles were 1,407,261 bales, an increase of 150,442 bales; 
by Southern spinners 2,008,295 bales, an increase of 421,486 Bales. Over one-half the 1916 crop 
(on government estimate) has reached its ultimate destination. 


Unusual Demand 


This fall and winter has been one of extraordinary prosperity for the United States and 
its hundred million people. Never before has the country been so prosperous. It has been a re- 
markably fine trading season. Few dry goods stores have large stocks after the great business 
they have done in the last few weeks. They will soon have to replenish. When prices are high 
merchants do not overload; they couldn't overload, for the chief reason that deliveries could not 
be made by oversold jobbers and mills. Dry goods stores have been buying from hand to mouth, 
either because deliveries could not be made or hoping that goods would be cheaper, but such has 
not been the case, and the demand for cotton goods next spring is bound to be enormous. 


Contributing Reasons 


One reason why cotton has been high, of course, has been natural increase of values of 
all commodities. It is not necessary to go into the causes of this inc rease, such as a surplus gold 
supply, huge paper war credits, etc. The fast shrinking purchasing power of the dollar is due to 
some extent to these causes, consequently all things are high. Some commodities have risen 300% 
in value, but on a long list of commodities an appreciation of about 50% above normal exists. 
Now the price of cotton for the past six years has averaged over 12c per. pound, so that this 
average increase alone, as applied to cotton, would seem to warrant at this time not less than 


18c per pound basis Middling. 
Future 


The world is at present consuming more than the world at pees is able to produce. 
There is more demand for iron and steel than all the iron and steel plants in existence can turn 
out. There is more demand for foodstuffs than the farmers of this and other countries are able 
at present to supply. There is more demand for cotton than the South this year grew. Between 
30,000,000 and 40,000,000 men in Europe have been taken away from production and made con- 
sumers of foodstuffs and clothing. Conditions under which they live nd waste connected with 
feeding and clothing an army probably doubles the ordinary peace”?équirements for the same 
men. It might be said that there has been a sudden added demand for food and clothing for 
30,000,000 to 40,000,000 people. This means that aside from the cheapness of the dollar and the 
shortness of certain grain crops and the scarcity of other miaterials, foodstuffs and clothing 
materials generally would be higher in price. Should peace come other commodities might fall 
in price. But it would seem that cotton is not so apt to, for the reason that should peace be de- 
clared all the spindles of the world would become active, of which there are 148,500,000. The 
markets would be freer, and even with a bumper crop cotton would still be in great demand. 
With the declaration of peace it is estimated that Germany and Austria alone would require 
three million bales of cotton; this being so, cotton should sell at much higher prices.

Magazine publishers have protested 
vigorously against the rate increase, 
which would affect only publications 
carried mgre than 300 miles, and Post- 
master General Burleson proposed to 
Chairman Moon, of the house post- 
office committee, a substitute provision 
to postpone the effectiveness of the in- 
crease for a year after the measure 
becomes a law. The bill as reported 
would make the new rates apply after 
June 30, however, and Mr: Moon has 
not indicated what action will be 
recommended on Mr. Burleson’s sug- 
gestion. The bill probably will be de- 
pated in the house within a few days. 

The bill directs that hereafter cata- 
logues and similar publications be clas- 
sified as third-class mail matter with 
increased postage. Another section 
provides that after July next rural car- 
riers’ pay shall be based on length of 
routes, time required to serve them 
and quantity of mail transported. The 
maximum pay would be $2,000 with a 
minimum of $480 a year, No rural 
route which would require an automc- 
bile is to be established unless the car 
can be used with reasonable regularity 
throughout the year. 

The postmaster general ‘s authorized 
to create a guaranty fund from assess- 
ments to be levied on postoffice em- 
ployees accountable for postal funds 
or property, indemnify the gov- 
ernment. Another new provision would 
strengthen the anti-gambling laws di- 
rected against lotteries, gift enterprises 
or schemes offering prizes dependent 
upon chance. 

One thousand dollars fine, two years’ 
imprisonment, or both, as penalties for 
mailing liquors. 

A minority report filed by Represen- 
tative Steenerson, of Missouri, opposes 
the proposed increase in second-class 
postage and the proposed reduction of 
pneumatic tube service.

or other definite information about the 
alleged “leak” in advance of President 
Wilson’s peace note, and that so far as 
he was concerned the matter would be 
dropped. 

“Certainly no sensible person,” said 
Mr. Henry’s statement, “would ask me 
to trouble the committee with a meet- 
ing to.chase a mirage. And I must say 
that so far as this matter between Mr. 
Lawson and myself is concerned, it is 
ended. 

“In a thorough conference the al- 
leged leak has been discussed by Mr. 
Lawson and myself. I have asked him 


for the names of those thought to be 
responsible for the so-called leak be- 


tween the state departmena and Wall 
street. He cannot give me a single 
name. He cannot even give me the 
names of those charged by him with 
cleaning up sixty millions of dollars 
in connection with the leak, and is not 
able to furnish me the name of even 
one of the suspeats.”’ 

Upon leaving Mr. Henry’s 
Lawson declared that he had given 
enough information to warrant “any 
intelligent man in proceeding wih an 
investigagkion of the entire stock ex- 
change situation.” ? 

Another resolution for an investiga- 
tion was introduced by Representative 
Emerson, of Ohio. 

Representative Campbell, of Kansas, 
ranking republican of the committee, 
notified Chairenan Henry that republi- 
can committeemen would insist on an 
investigation. 

In the senate today Senator Stone 
rose to a question of personal 
privilege. He said that confiden- 
tial communications concerning the 
honor of the nation had fallen into im- 
proper hands, but said he had no infor- 
mation as to whether a “leak” occur- 
red as recently reported.
